THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Plainfield qualtfied to 
vote in Town A ffatrs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall, Plain- 
field, in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


Article 1. To choose a town clerk, one selectman for 
three years, treasurer, tax collector, one or more highway 
agents, one trustee of trust funds for three years, one 
library trustee for two years, one library trustee for three 
years, and all other necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. 


Article 2. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise to pay outstanding notes and interest and all 
other necessary town expenses for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the repair of highways and bridges above 
the amount required by law for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Memorial Day. 


Article 5. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Old Home. Week. 


Article 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the purpose of paying for a ward bed as 
needed in the Mary Hitchcock Hospital, or Claremont 
Hospital, or both, also to appoint a committee or make 
resolutions regarding the same. 
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Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise such 
amounts as recommended by New Hampshire Highway 
Department, the town’s proportion of the state aid main- 
tenance fund, for state roads. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise such 
amount as recommended by the New Hampshire Highway 
Department, and accept state highway aid, new construe- 
tion, for the ensuing year. 


Article 9. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
for an iron bridge on the Daniels meadow. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $400.00 for the purpose of continuing the control 
of the White Pine Blister Rust. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $80.00 for lighting the streets of Plainfield and 
Meriden with electricity. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the town will 
yote to raise to pay to the Trustees of Trust funds pur- 
suant to the laws of 1917. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise toward the indebtedness caused by building 
the French bridge. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to raise their 
proportionate share of the cost of the iron bridge, known 
as the Thrasher bridge, between Plainfield and Cornish. 


Article 15. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise to build a bridge on the state road from Plain- 
field to West Lebanon provided the state bear one half of 
the expense pursuant to the laws of 1921.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Plainfield: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my sixth an- 
nual report. 

The general tone of our schools is an improvement over 
that of former years. Better discipline, more cordial re- 
lations between teacher and pupils, better instruction and 
larger accomplishments are observable. The improve- 
ment of spelling during the past few years is worthy of 
favorable comment. Last term’s six weeks’ contest by 
grades three to eight inclusive is an illustration of the 
commendable work accomplished. Twelve 20-word tests, 
two a week, of studied words were given. The average 
rank of the twenty-six classes was 97.1 per cent. Three 
classes only had a rank less than 95 per cent. 

The fall term began on the second day of September 
with fifty per cent. of the teachers new to their schools. 
The teacher’s name and the fall term registration for the 
respective schools are exhibited in the following table.

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ENUMERATION 


The records of the September enumeration show that 
there were in town one hundred and fifty-one children be- 
tween the ages of five and sixteen. Of these one hundred 
and thirty are registered as members of the local public 
schools, one as attending a private school, and thirteen in 
secondary school attendance. ‘The total number reported 
in school is one hundred and forty-four. ‘Ten children 
between the ages of five and eight were not attending 
school in the district or elsewhere, one was excused by the 
school board from school attendance on account of inabili- 
ty and one enumerated child did not enter until October, 
making one hundred and fifty-six children accounted for. 
Five of these children reside in Enfield, leaving one hun- 
dred and fifty-one resident children accounted for. 


GENERAL STATISTSCS 


For the year ending June 30, 1924, the total registra- 
tion of pupils was one hundred and forty-one. The av- 
erage membership was one hundred eighteen and the per 
cent. of attendance was 93.8. The schools were actually 
in session three hundred and _ fifty-three half-days. 
There were 3.5 no school days. ‘Twenty-one resident 
children attended secondary schools. The district paid 
the tuition bills. The registers record thirty-four visits 
by members of the school board, one hundred and sixty- 
three visits by the superintendent and three hundred and 
forty-four visits by other citizens. 


HEaLtu 


A large amount of dental work was done last spring 
under the direction of Miss McCauley, the school nurse, 
aided financially through the generosity of the Plainfield 
and the Meriden Red Cross Associations who contributed 
one-third of the dentist’s charges. A clinic was held in 
each of the two villages.

51 children were treated, 37 from Plainfield and 14 
from Cornish. There were 133 treatments of Plainfield 
children and 54 treatments of Cornish children; prophy- 
laxis 51, amalgam fillings 69, porcelain fillings 16, ce 
ment fillings 1, zine oxide filling 1, temporary fillings 2, 
extractions (temporary) 41, extractions (permanent) 5, 
cheek dissected from gum 1. 

Total cost of clinic $94.75; for Plainfield children 
$66.00; for Cornish children $28.75. Average cost of 
treatments was fifty cents. 


Meripen Rep Cross DentaL CLInic 
June 2,8, 4,5 and 9 


44 children were treated; Methodist Hill 10, East 
Plainfield 4, Brook 8, Meriden 22. There were 156 op- 
erations; prophylaxis 41, amalgam fillings 71, porcelain 
fillings 9, temporary filling 1, temporary teeth- extrac- 
tions 29, permanent teeth extractions 5. The average 
cost of an operation was 62.8 cents. 

There were five schools all of whose pupils received 100 
per cent. of dental attention; Meriden Grammar, Spen- 
cer, Methodist Hill, Black Hill, Plainfield. 

During May and June the school nurse, in addition to 
the work enumerated above, made 57 visits to the schools 
of the two towns, visited 32 homes, transported to the 
dentist 101 school children, made a physical examination 
(the second time) of 298 children, and secured 6 ocular 
treatments. 
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Finally, I wish to express my appreciation of the gen- 
erosity of Mr. E. C. Daniels, who gave $10 to the Black 
Hill school to aid in the Christmas exercises. This money 
was expended for Christmas presents, candy, pop corn, 
ete.
